Captain E . B. Seay and bis son 
M . D. Seay were in Houston this 
morning and left on the afternoon 
train for H un tsville, where they 
w ill visit relatives. 
Captain Seay, who is one o f the 
leaning citizens of Madison county 
and a member of the slate deui- 
ocratic executive committee, 
left 
M adisonville with his son yester­ 
day in order that there m ight not 
be any further trouble in connec 
lion with the presence of the State 
rangers in that city and the indig­ 
nation that has been aroused on 
account of an attack made by one 
of the state rangers some days ago. 
Behind these simple statements 
is a story that is quite interesting 
and that shows how a small m at­ 
ter 
may frequently 
result in a 
whole county being aroused. 
Captain Seay was seen by a rep ­ 
resentative of T he Chronicle aud 
consented to give information of 
the incident that led up to the a r ­ 
rest of his son and the attack that 
it is asserted was made upon him 
by a state ranger named Dunaway. 


A Midnight Murder. 


Just 
b e f o r e Christmas three 
young men, Hunter Gibbs, Morris 
Wells and Bill Bruce, were in a 
buggy 
driving along a Madison 
county 
road. 
A 
gun 
was 
tired 
from the roadside at the men in 
the buggy and as a result Gibbs 
was mortally wounded and Wells 
badly hurt. 
Gibbs, who was about 
20 years of age, died two days 
later. 
Im m ediately after W m . Harrell, 
gen erally knowu as Red Harrell, 
and Horace Carter were arrested 
charged with being accessories to 


the k illin g of Git j8 and wounding 
of Wells. 
Those m akin g the charge claimed 
that they based 
t upon the fact 
that 
H arrell 
bt* I 
nvited Gibbs 
and the two other yi .ng men with 
him to a party to bs jiv e n in the 
country. 
T hey aanertea this war 
merely a trap to d icoy Gibbs into 
the woods in order that he and 
Carter 
m ight shoot him. 
The 
friends of b a r re l and Carter assert 
this charge was w holly without 
foundation, as the men had been 
nowhere near the neighborhood of 
the supposed party and were not 
driving that w ay, and that Harrel 
had not invited them to a n y party. 
Harrel and Carter were placed in 
jail, however, but Harrel fas soon 
admitted to bail. 


Seay on H arrell Bail. 


Harrel 
with 
his 
mother 
and 
brother lived on M. D. S e a y ’s place 
and H arrel had frequently w or.ed 
for Seay. 
Seay, therefore, in er 
ested him self in the case and em ­ 
ployed Messrs. Jackson & G usta­ 
vus to defend him. 
Hon. M 
Y 
R u d o lp h was em ployed to defend 
Carter. 
Mr. Seay offered to go on 
B a rre l’s bond when he was ad 
mitted to bail and with Law yer 
Jackson went down to the jail to 
fix up the papers. The young man 
was released and when Seay left 
the jail, w alking down the street, 
he passed Ranger Dunaw ay, who 
turned, threw his gun on him and 
demanded 
a 
pistol 
which 
he 
claimed 6eay had on his person. 
This Seay admitted, whereupon it 
is claimed Ranger Dunaw ay struck 
him with the pistol, breaking his 
cheek 
bone, 
took 
Seay’s 
pistol 
from him, kicked him and forced 
him into jail. 
The father of Mr. Seay and hie 
friends became very much aroused 
over this and sent G ov. Lanham 
the following telegram :

m en who w ant to b etter th eir condition 
should have brought th eir dem ands to 
th e governm ent instead of being m is­ 
led by a g ita to rs Into affiliatin g w ith 
a m ovem ent which is not confined *o 
econom ic aspiration. 
It Invites them 
to retu rn to work, prom ising them In 
th e em peror's nam e, a revision of the 
law s so as to re strict the hours of 
labor, the institu tio n of a plan for 
sta te Insurance, and otherw ise to m eet 
th eir dem ands so far {in the law will 
perm it and g u aran tee them protection 
against interference by ag itato rs.
